troit would farm out as many as 
possible of its indigent families 
this winter under a plan for re- 


ducing relief expenses which the 
City Welfare Commission will be 
asked to approve. The proposal, 
announeed at the office of Mayor 
Krank* Murphy, was developed by 
a group of city executives. 

If the Welfare Commission ap- 
proves, farmers near Detroit will 
be solicited to furnish board and 
lodging to indigent families during 
the winter, to receive out of wel- 
fare funds about half of what it 
would cost to pay their rent, food, 
fuel and other expenses in the city. 
Not only would the farmer §re- 
ceive some cash, estimated at $12 
to $15 a month, but the adult 
boarders would be expected to 
work about the house and on the 
farm. Children would attend 
school under the plan and care 
would be taken that living condi- 
tions are suitable. 

The announcemen® said it was 
hoped 5000 families could ‘be 
placed on farms, but the number 
depends on the response of farm- 
ers. 


BRITISH COTTON MILLS 
START WORKING OVERTIME 


Rush of Orders Follows the Sus- 
pension of the Gold 
Standard.

An assistant cashier and a robber 
were killed today as four machine- 
gun raiders looted the Kraft State 
Bank of an undetermined amount 
of money. 

James Kraft, 19 years old, son of 
W. F.. Kraft, president of the ban«, 
| was kidnaped and slain by the rob- 
| bers, while W. R. Kraft, 22, anoth- 
er son, was wounded, not seriously, 
'pecause he failed to point out 
where more money was. 

The robber was killed by shots 
fired at the car in which the four 
sped out of town after spraying the 
street near the bank with machine- 
gun bullets. 

Loot Put at $10,000, 

Bank officers saiqg a hurried 
check indicated the robbers took 
about $10,000 after overpowering 
16 persons in the bank, including 
six customers. 

The bodies of James Kraft and 
the robber were found on the high- 
way six miles from here by posse- 
men who followed the raiders out 


of town. 
The younger Kraft had heen 
shot. Officers think he was slain 


in reprisal, after pursuers’ bullets 
killed their companion. 
Three Robbers Enter Bank. 

Ten employes and six customers 
were in the bank when three men 
entered and ordered all to lie on 
the floor. The fourth robber 
waited outside in a car and began 
firing the machine gun when a 
bank guard began shooting. 

The bank guard, Vernon* Town- 
send, posted in a bullet-proof 
structure on a baltony, pressed the 
burglar alarm as the men entered. 

Edward Trinko said he emptied 
his pistol after the fleeing car. He 
said he heard one man cry out he 
was shot. 


W. R. Kraft was shot after the 
robbers demanded he tell them 
where the money was. After he 
told them they had everything one 
fired a shot into his side. 

James Kraft, at work with his 
trother, was not missed until after 
the robbers fled. The robbers, 
after dumping the two bodies from 
their car, continued their flight. 

As the robbers rushed from the 
bank one seized Mrs. Alice Schafer, 
a stenographer, and said, “You're 
going out with us.” Another took 
hold of James Kraft. Using the 
two as shields, they entered their 
car.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20. — If 
there is an ounce of gratitude in 
goat gland doctors, the Republican 
organization in Kansas has been 
greatly strengthened against the 
next campaign, and if the vice pres- 
idency carries the power and pres- 
tige which Mrs. Dolly Gann has 
claimed for it, Dr. John R. 
Brinkley may soon begin broad- 
casting from his brand-new 75,000- 


watt radio station just over the 
border in Mexico. 

Such a mixture of goat gland 
therapeutics, Kansas politics, high 
diplomacy and low comedy was 
certainly never seen on land or sea 
before. At this writing it appears 
that Vice President Curtis and the 
State Department have done their 
part toward restoring Dr. Brink- 
ley to a place in the air, but it re- 
mains to be seen whether he will 
reciprocate by .coming to the aid 
of the party in the 1932 campaign. 

As will be recalled, Dr. Brink- 
ley is the red-whiskered savant 
who specialized in prescribing goat 
glands for cancer and other ail- 
ments until the Kansas Medical 
Board revoked his license to prac- 
tice. He also conducted a broad- 
easting station in connection with 
his business, until his station li- 
cense was canceled by the Federal 
ltadio Commission. 

Doctor Put Up Good Fight. 

Instead of taking his licking ly- 
ing down, the doctor displayed 
all the combativeness and hard- 
headedness of one of his own goats. 
He ran for the governorship as 
an independent candidate, last 
year, polling 180,000 votes, ‘and 
came within a few thousand of be- 
ing elected. Indeed, he charged aft- 
erward that he had been counted 
out. Another explanation was that 
thousands of Kansans who appar- 
ently wanted to vote for the ‘‘doc’’ 
ruined their ballots by not knowing 
how to mark them. Nevertheless, 
the goat gland specialist gave Kan- 
sas politicians the shocks of their 
lives. 

Brinkley sold his station at Mil- 
ford for $90,000, went down to 
Mexico, formed a Mexican broad- 
casting corporation, and with the 
assistance*of Gen. Almazan, a high 
Mexican official, obtained permis- 
sion to build a 75,000-watt station 
at Villa Acuna. It is reported to 
have cost $250,000, and is the most 
powerful station in North America. 
Broadcasting tests were started 
Oct. 1, and were heard in Wash- 
ington. 

Anticipating serious interference 
with domestic broadcasting, the 
ederal Radio Commission sent the 
State Department a copy of the rec- 
ord on which the doctor's 
license was canceled, and the State 
Department forwarded it to Mexi- 
co. The Government of that coun- 
bi promptly barred Brinkley from 

‘exico as an undesirable person. 


Serious for Kansas G. O. P.

rhe doctor has intimated several 
times that he intends to run for of- 
fice again in 1932, but he has left 
the politicians in Suspense as to 
whether he would run for Gover- 
nor or Senator, and whether he 
would run as Republican, Demo- 
crat Or Independent. Either possi- 
bility was enough to cause shivers. 

For one thing, Kansas, although 
normally Republican, now has a 
Democratic Senator and it also has 
a& bumper crop of wheat which is 
selling around 25 cents a’bushel. 
lor another, it is known that Vice 
President Curtis for months has 
been pondering the desirability of 
renouncing a renomination, in or- 
der to pursue the supposedly safer 
course of running for his old scat 
in the Senate in 1932. In short, 
the Republican organization is 
deeply concerned that Doc Brink- 
ley shall be a Republican in 1932, 
and Vice President Curtis is con- 
cerned that he shall not be a can- 
didate for the Senate. 


Accordingly, when Brinkley pro- 
tested to the State Department 
against any interference with his 
Mexican plans, and came to Wash- 
ington last week to follow up his 
protest, he called at once on the 
Vice President, where he was greet- 
ed like a long-lost brother.

In the recent 
Mexican crisis involving a reorgan- 
ization of the Mexican Cabinet, 
Gen. Almazan went out, thus de- 
priving the doctor of an influen- 
tial friend at court, 

Moreover, the Federal Radio 
Commission still appears insensi- 
tive to the political situation in 


Kansas, and if Brinkley attempts 
to resume broadcasting, the com- 
mission probably will set up some 
form of counter-interference which 
will prevent the station from being 
heard in the United States. On that 
acccunt, perhaps, the doctor is 
not publicly committing himself 
about his political plans for next 
year, and Kansas politicians are 
stil Undergoing a type of suffer- 
ing which only the goat gland spe- 
cialist can cure.

The 
‘grocer boy, taken to the office of 
County Attorney Andrews, picked 
a photogroph of Dr. Judd from 4 
group of pictures placed before 
him. 

Shots Heard in Apartment. 

Investigators found also a wit- 
ness who heard shots in the apart- 
ment of Mrs. Leroi and Miss Sam- 
uelson Friday night and obtained 
evidence from transfer-- company 
employes of the moving of ‘“‘an ex- 
cessively heavy trunk” Saturday 
night from the Leroi-Samuelson 
apartment to the home of Mrs 
Judd. 

Mrs. Jennie McGrath, who lives 
near the address of Miss 
Leroi and Miss Samuelson in 
Phoenix, said she heard three 
shots about 10:30 p. m. This 
was 45 minutes after Miss Ev- 
elyn Nace, an emplove of the medi- 
cal clinic, told of having left Mrs. 
Leroi and Miss Samuelson alone in 
their apartment after having had 
dinner with them. 

Richard M. Swartz. driver for a 
transfer company, told of being 
called to the women’s apartment 
Saturday night to move a tgunk to 
the home of Mrs. Judd. He said 
Mrs. Judd, whom he identified 
from a photograph, met him at the 
door of the Leroi-Samuelson apart- 
ment, and directed him to take the 
trunk in the bedroom. He was 
forced to callintwo helpers to ear- 
ry it. Mrs. Judd said it was filled 
with books. 

Dr. Judd declared he had not 
been in Phoenix for several weeks. 

Mrs. Leroi was X-ray technician 
of a clinic in Phoenix and 
Miss Samuelson her roommate, 
Mrs. Judd was 27 years old, was a 
secretary at the clinic and supposed 
friend of Mrs. Ieroi and Miss Sam- 
uelson, who had been missing since 
last Friday. 

Letters and photographs in the 
trunks led to the search for Mrs. 
Judd and her husband, and to the 
police assumption as to identity of 
the victims, each of whom appar- 
ently had been shot.

‘Iam not at all surprised at what 
you tell me.

Taught in Alaska. 

‘The larger trunk contained a flat 
bundle addressed to “Miss Hedvig 
Samuelson,” from Juneau, Alaska, 
and letters and Christmas cards 
bearing the signatures “J. H. 
Malmsley” and “Laura Taylor,” all 
addressing her affectionately as 
“Sammy.” 

Miss Samuelson taught school in 
Juneau two years, returning about 
& year ago to the United States. 
Friends said she was in Phoenix 
for her health.

A man and woman, later identi- 
fied by police as Mrs. Judd and 
McKinnell, presented the claim 
checks several hours later.

Former Manchu Ally Reported’ in 
Independence Move. 


By the Associated Press. 
’ SHANGHAL, Oct. 20.—The latest 


and apparently most ambitious of 
a series of “independence” move- 
ments by’ Chinese in Manchuria 
seeking separation of that domain 
from China was reported in press 
dispatches from Mukden today. 

Gen. Ling In-ching, former ally 
of the Manchu dynasty and now 
described as “former Pacification 
Commissioner of the three North- 
eastern Provinces,” was named as 
the head of the new movement. 

Long-standing enemy of Chang 
Tso-lin, the late Manchurian war 
lord, and Chang Tso-lin’s son and 
successor, Chang Hsueh-liang, Gen. 
Ling was reported rallying troops 
at Panshanhsien. Rengo News 
Agency, (Japanese) said 60,000, al- 
ready had been mustered and ‘the 
force was being enlarged for the 
avowed purpose of establishing a 
Manchurian regime to displace that 
of Chang Hsueh-liang. | 

Rengo reported significantly that 
Ling In-ching’s army began mov- 
ing this morning ‘‘in a certain di- 
rection,” understood to be toward 
Chinchow, where the remnants of 
Chang Hsueh-liang’s former Muk- 
den Government has been attempt- 
ing to function. 

Japanese Backing Alleged. 

Many of the independence re- 
ports have lacked any substantial 
basis, but in them authoritative ob- 
servers professed to see an illustra- 
tion of the ambition of Japanese 
military and imperialist elements 
to bring about Japanese domina- 
tion of Southern Manchuria with- 
out resorting to military measures. 

Although it was impossible to 
trace any connection between the 
new independence movement and 
Japanese military forces in Man- 
churia, the strength of Gen. Ling 
In-ching’s campaign and the close- 
ness of its starting point to Dairen, 
Japan’s main base in Manchuria, 
aroused strong suspicions in that 
direction among observers. 

Evidence from many sources has 
indicated the Japanese military in 
Manchuria is determined that 
Chang Hsuch-liang and his cohorts 
never shall return. Many of the 
reports, mostly from Japanese 
sources, mentioned participation in 
the separatist movements by for- 
mer leaders of the imperial Man- 
chu clan. 

These reports also alluded to 
attempts to persuade Hsuan Tung, 
erstwhile ‘“‘Boy Emperor” of China, 
to leave his refuge in the Japa- 
nese concession at Tientsin, where 
he has been living as “Mr. Henry 
Pu Yi,” and head a new Manchu- 
rian dynasty. 

Japan, both before and _ since 


Manchuria, has repeatedly pro- 
claimed it had no territorial am- 
“bitions in Manchuria. Among those 
holding belief to the contrary are 
observers who have argued that 
Japan has been keeping the “Boy

Flexible Basis of Settlement Pro- 
posed by Briand. 
GENEVA, Oct. 20.—A “trader's” 
proposal for peace, outlined by 
Aristide Briand, brought optimism 


into the Manchurian discussions 
today as the League of Nations 
Council entered the second week 
of its extraordinary session devoted 
to arbitration between China and 
Japan. 

Briand’s proposal was said to be 
sufficiently flexible to serve as a 
basis for negotiation and contains 
some features which both parties 
in the controversy, China and Ja- 
pan, may reject to protect, their 
own feelings. It also was  de- 
scribed as being sufficiently vague 
to eliminate possibility of dead- 
lock. 

Persons in a position to know 
something of what is going on in 
the council’s private sessions said 
Briand was suggesting steady re- 
tirement of Japanese troops in 
Manchuria to the railway zone, 
simultaneous replacement af each 
Japanese soldier withdrawn by two 
or more Chinese soldiers to secure 
Japanese lives and property, and 
“observation” of this progress by a 
neutral commission of military ex- 
perts or civilians representing the 
League of Nations. 

There is every indication that the 
council plans to remain on the job 
until a peaceful settlement is well 
under way.

BANK HOLDUP MAN

California Prison Officials

Following the admission by 
Jackson Gordon, one of the three 
Sarah-Olive Bank robbers, that he 
was Harold E. Denman, a convict- 
ed murderer, whuv had _ escaped 
from a California prison, officials 
of the prison today asked that a 
hold order be placed against Den- 
man here. 

Denman confessed to eight rob- 
beries yesterday, one of wh:ch was 
the bank holdup a week ago in 
which he, Jesse Sellers and Bert 
Atwell took $6018. The others were 
& $15,000 jewelry robbery at the 
Gerhart-Bauman Jewelry Co., and 
a holdup at the Household Finance 
Co., in which Sellers and Atwell 
aided him; holdups in an apart- 
ment at the Congress Hotel and at 
the Royal Loan Co., in the Paul 
Brown Building, in which Sellers 
was with him; the robbery of John 
Stuart in his room at the Chase 
Hotel, and a filling station holdup 
by Denman alone, and a seventh 
instance in which Denman was 
aided by men not yet under arrest. 

Denman was convicted of the 
murder of a chain store collector 
in a street holdup in Los Angeles 
in January, 1918, and was sen- 
tenced to hang but the penalty was 
commuted to life imprisonment in 
the Folsom, Cal., prison. 

After one previous attempt to 
escape, he fled from a prison road 
camp at Hume, Cal., last April. In- 
vestigation showed that the escape 
was the result of 10 years’ plan- 
ning, and according to prison offi- 
cials had involved aid both from 
within the prison and at the road 
camp. 

Denman said yesterday that aft- 
er his escape he wandered about 
the country and came to St. Louis 
last July. He and “Sellers were 
caught in Chicago last week after 
police received information § that 
they had been in the bank robbery. 
Atwell was arrested here, and he 
and Sellers readily admitted their 
participation in the various rob- 
beries but Denman until yestcrday 


refused to admit more than that |

$215,000—Gangster Is 
Said to Owe $1,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Orders 
have been issued by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau t6 place liens for 
back income taxes on the property 
of “Scarface” Al Capone, convicted 
Chicago gangster. The liens will 
hold the property for a jeopardy 
assessment of $215,000 of income 
taxes, which the Government main- 
tains the gangster evaded. 


The order was sent to Chicago 
where Capone’s property will be 
attached and from there will be 
transmitted to Miami, Fla., where 
the gang leader’s home will be 
placed under a lien. 

Action will be taken by collec- 
tors of internal revenue at Chicago 
and at Jacksonville, Fla., and will 
prevent the transfer of any of Ca- 
pone’s property. While the action 
will prevent transfer of his Florida 
estate, Capone will be able to use 
it pending determination of the 
case if he escapes an immediate 
jail term when he is senten: in 
Chicago the latter part of the wee «. 

The amount of the taxes called 
for in the lien, $215,000, docs not 
represent the total which the Gov- 
ernment claims Capone owes.

The first incandescent electric 
light installation in St. Louis was 
made in Tony Faust’s famous cafe 
in 1888, nine years after Thomas A. 
Fidison’s invention, William Wur- 
dack, electrical manufacturer, re- 
called yesterday. 

More than 100 bulbs were  in- 
stalled, and for many nights: the 
place was crowdcd by customers 
curious to see the new marvel, 
Wurdack related. The restaurateur, 
said Wurdack, was a local pio- 
neer in the use of electricity, and 
turned on his first arc lights on

Two indictments returned against 
Wilson last May 9 were dismissed 
by Circuit Judge Darius A. Brown 
for lack of evidence at the request 
of John V. Hill, Assistant County 
Prosecutor.

The charge grew out of transac- 
tions by which the Federal Reserve 
Life Insurance Co, of Kansas re- 
insured the life insurance business 
of the U. S. Reserve Insvfrance Co., 
in March, 1928. Wilson was a di- 
rector of the Kansas company at 
the time. 

For the insurance business then 
in force, the Federal Reserve Life 
Co. paid $105,343. An additional 
sum of $103,000 was paid for mort- 
gages and securities which the Fed- 


|eral Reserve Life Co. was willing 


to buy from the U. 8S. Reserve In- 
surance Co. 

The U. S. Reserve Insurance Co., 
with headquarters in Kansas City, 
went into reecivership in Novem- 
ber, 1930. The Reserve Co., which 
held most of the stock of the U. §S. 
Reserve, was thrown into receiver- 
ship in December, 1930. 

Edmund W. Merritt Jr. of Spring 
Lake Beach, N. J., who controlled 
the Reserve company, was indicted 
jointly with Wilson but a warrant 
never has been served. 

Two civil suits are pénding here 
against Wilson and others as the 
result of the transaction. The re- 
ceivers of the U. S. Reserve Insur- 
ance Co., and the Reserve Co., in 
behalf of the stockholders, are 
suing for $985,000, alleging that as- 
sets of the companies were taken 
away from them.

CHESTER, Ill., Oct. 20:—Mut- 
ley James Johnson, 26 years old, 
who said, “I thank you,” when -Cir- 
cuit Judgé George W. Bristow of 
Mattoon sentenced him to déath for 
the murder of Mrs. Carrie Bowers, 
with whom he lived, and her two 


small sons, was executed in the / 
electric chair at the Southern Iili- + 


nois. Penitentiary early today. 


“So long, boys,” he said, as he 
was taken into the death chamber. 


Four physicians pronounced him 
dead at 4:08, five minutes later. 

Johnson insisted to prison offi- 
cilals that he killed Mrs, Bowers. 
and her two children “‘because she 
begged me to.” He acompanied 
Mrs. Bowers and her children .to 
Mattoon last February from a rice 
plantation near Stuttgart, Ark., 
where he had worked for her hus- 
band prior to his death in April.,. 
1930, and afterward continued in 
her employ. t 

After shooting Mrs. Bowers and 
her sons and then clubbing them 
with an automobile crank last May 
20, near Mattoon, Johnson surren- 
dered to a policeman, saying he 
had intended to kill himself but 
ran out of bullets. At his trial he 
admitted the triple slaying, refused 
to aid attorneys appointed by the 
Court and requested that he be ex- 
ecuted in the electric chair. 

When Deputy Warden Oscar Mil- 
ler asked Johnson whether he had 
anything to say, he replied: “I 
guess not. I am paying for what 
I have dene and I am not regret- 
ting that I have to pay for it. When 
I pleaded guilty I knew I would 
have to pay for it. You boys have 
been good to me here and I am 
glad I have seen you. So long, 
boys.” . 

The night before the triple slay- 
ing, Johnson rescued Mrs.. Bowers 
and the boys from the blazing 
house in which ‘they lived at Mat- 
toon. Testimony at his trial indi- 
cated Mrs. Bowers ‘had attempted 
to kill herself and children, but

Testimony also indicated John- 
son had engaged in liquor running 
and told of a fight with gangsters. 
“He always was good to Carrie and 
the boys,” Mrs. Ernest Fryman of 
Mattoon, sister of Mrs. Bowers, tes- 
tified. ‘I can’t believe they had a 
quarrel.’ I helieve they were afraid 
and decided to end it all.” 

The electrocution was the first in 
Southern Illinois Penitentiary.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Joseph 


A. Broderick, State Superintendent 
of Banking, indicted in connection 
with the failure of the $200,000,000 
Bank of United States, has _ is- 


sued a statement in which he said 
he was at a loss to understand 
“what exigency” was responsible 
for the action against him. 

“T have toiled patiently, con- 
scientiously and unselfishly with its 
(the Banking Department’s) prob- 
lems and J am prepared to justify 
my conduct.” the statement said. 

“T have no intention of resign- 
ing.”” he declared. 

Gov. Roosevelt, who named 
Broderick to the post in March. 
1929, was asked if he would re- 
quest the resignation of his ap- 
pointee. “Certainly not!” he said. 
“IT have every confidence in his 
complete integrity.” 

28 Directors Indicted. 

Broderick, Superintendent of 
Banking for the last 31 months and 
for 35 years before that a banker, 
was indicted with 28 directors of 
the bank. 

Broderick, charged in three in- 
dictments with neglect of duty and 
in a fourth with conspiracy. He 
pleaded not guilty and was released 


{in $2500 bail. 


Nine of the 28 directors, all 
charged with ‘negligently partici- 
pating in the fraululent insolvency 
of the bank,” also were arraigned. 
They pleaded not guilty, received 
10 days in which to change their 
pleas, and were released in $1000 
bail each. 

The directors, if convicted, face 
a maximum sentence of a three- 
yeaf penitentiary term and a $500 
fine. The maximum penalty for 
Broderick, if convicted, would be a 
2-year-term and a $2000 fine. 

Pruminent Exccutives Named. 

Among the 28 indicted directors 
are many prominent business and 
professional men. They include 
Frank Hedley, president of the {n- 
terborough Rapid Transit Subway 
System; Irwin Chanin, builder of 
skyscrapers; Herman A. Metz, for- 
mer City Comptroller; George S. 
Van Tuyl Jr.. who granted the 
bank its charter when he was State 
Banking Superintendent: Edward 
B. Lewis, vice president of the Bor- 
den Milk Co., and Arthur W. Lit- 
tle, head of a publishing firm. 

Three officers of the bank have 
been convicted of felonies and sen- 
tenced to prison. They are SBer- 
nard K. Marcus, president; Saul 
Singer, vice president, and Herbert 
Singer, his son, an officer in a 
dummy subsidiary. After spending 
several weeks in the Tombs they 
were released on bond pending an 
appeal. ‘They were convicted of 
willfully misapplying funds of the 
bank. 


10-TON BLOCK OF MARBLE 
REJECTED FOR MINUTE FLAW 


Defect in Slab for Unknown Sol- 
diers’ Tomb Found With 
Magnifying Glass.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 oak lit- 
tle flaw disclosed by a magnifying 
glass has caused the rejection of a 
10-ton block of marble for the un- 
known soldier’s tomb.

The dust, coupled 
with heat that passes the 100 mark, 
makes Chelyabinsk one of the most 
uncomfortable cities in the world. 


Workers Sometimes Deserters. 


The discomforts explain why the 
tractor plant management has a 
difficult time in retaining labor- 
ers. In the town of Chelyabinsk 
itself the management has erected 
a large, well stocked etore for the 
workers and goods. are cheaper 
than in Moscow. This has not 
proved a sufficient inducement. 
Many workers do their utmost to 
get away from the place, some- 
times leaving their wages behind. 


Six American engineers have 
been stationed in Chelyabinsk since 
the work was started in July last 
year by John K. Calder of Detroit, 
the builder of the Stalingrad trac- 
tor plant and now director of the 
gigantic iron and steel project at 
Magnetogorsk. These men super- 
vise the plant construction, the ex- 
perimental plant, the designing, the 
forge work and the cold stamp. 
They are housed in a brand-new 
apartment but their living condi- 
tions are far below those of the 
American engineers in Moscow, 
Nizni-Novgorod and Dnieprostroy. 
Being more than 1000 miles from 
Moscow, they have difficulty in 
getting adequate food supplies. 

“The largest tractor plant in the 
world” will be located about three 
miles from the city of Chelyabinsk 
and when completed will have cost 
more than 200,000,000 roubles, or 
$100,000,000, about the same 
amount as the dam and hydro- 
electric power plant at Dniepros- 
troy. It will be two and a half 
times larger than the Stalingrad 
plant on the Volga, but instead of 
making International Harvester 
type tractors which Stalingrad is 
turning out it will produce the 10- 
ton, 60 horsepower Caterpillar 
type, which Izvestia, the organ of 
the Government, has pointed out, 
can be readily turned into military 
tanks. The production goal is 50,- 
000 such tractors annually. 


Lagging Behind Schedule. , 


Plans for the plant were ap- 
proved in Moscow on June 18 last 
year. The actual work started on 
July 20 and completion was sched- 
uled for May 1, 1932. By October 
last year the plant was ready for 
the steel construction material but 
this was not forthcoming until this 
epring. Stcel and concrete supplies 
are still lacking, and the plant was 
only 15 per cent completed’ the 
latter part of July, this year. The 
American egineers will be highly 
gratified if their work is completed 
next autumn. In addition to the 
plant the management hopes. to 
build 256 apartment buildings for 
60,000 persons. Only a few of these 
buildings have been completed. 
These do not compare favorably 
with the new apartments at Nizni- 
Novgorod and Baku. They look 
more like tenements than model 
apartments. 

John Thome of Peoria, the 
American egineer in charge of the 
experimental plant which is sup- 
poseq to turn out eventually 4000 
skilled workmen for the plant, ex- 
plained some of the difficulties 
he was having with Russians and 
Russian methods.

So far this year we 
have made three tractors in this 
shop but all of them run, which 
is more than could be said of the 
first experimental tractors made 
at Stalingrad. One of our experi- 
anental tractors was turned into a 
tank and used in the Moscow May 
day parade. 

‘“‘Moscow also has bought us a 
lot of German machinery that we 
can’t use. We have not been sup- 
plied with the proper tools <..nd 
we can’t co-ordinate the German 
and the American machines. What 
the Russians need is a good buyer 
who knows exactly what sort of 
machines should be bought. There 
can be no interchange of Russian 
and American machinery because 
sizes are different.’’ 

Russian Inquisitiveness. 

Thome also said that the indi- 
vidual Russians, while enthusias- 
tic, were prone to follow their own 
inclinations rather than sound en- 
gineering technique. 

“They have a phrase,”’ he said, 
“meaning ‘very interesting,’ which 
they use when they see a new 
piece of machinery. It is their ex- 
cuse for taking it apart, although 
they usually haven't the faintest 
idea about how to put it together 
again. 

“I have 512 workers in the ex- 
perimental! plant and there are only 
seven I can trust to do what I tell 
them to do. The remainder are 
just as likely as not to take apart 
some machine that is needed in the 
plant.” 

When asked whether there had 
been trouble over labor turn-over 
at Cheliabinsk, the Americans ad- 
mitted that keeping laborers on the 
joh was a difficult task. The tech- 
nical men cannot leave if the man- 
agement insists that they stay. Sev- 
eral tried to run away but were 
nabbed at the railroad station. 

“Catching them did not do much 
good,”’ one of the Americans said. 
“If a man doesn’t want to work in 
a place and is willing to run away, 
there’s no way to make him work 
effectively when you bring him 
back.”’ 

The ChelHabinsk tractor plant !s 
only one of many large industries 
which will eventually be located in 
the Ural region. At Svredlovsk, 
where the Czar and his family 
were executed, the Government is 
establishing a great technical 
sthool and university with enroll- 
ments of 18,000 students. Coal 
mines, blast furnaces, chemical 
plants are now under way. 


Seeking Cheap Labor. 


This is, in keeping with the 
Soviet policy of locating industries 
near cheap labor. 

“Very often,” says the New Rus- 
sia’s Primer, “they (the capitalists) 
built factories not where coal was 
cheap and not where raw materi- 
als were cheap, but where people 
were cheap. Before the revolution 
the peasants held little land, they 
had little to eat, and they were 
ready to work for farthings. So 
the manufacturers built factories 
near this human raw material of 
flesh and bones.” 

At Cheliabinsk the jworkers re- 
ceive from 3 to 4 rubles a day in 
wages but there is a new spirit 
abroad in the land. Living condi- 
tions must be made infinitely bet- 
ter on the Siberian steppes before 
the workers, now alive to possibili- 
ties in other parts of the Union, 
will be willing to endure the hot, 
dusty summers and the intensely 
cold winters of Cheliabinsk.

FRENCH PREMIER 
READY 10 MEET 
HOOVER HALF WAY 


Pact That in Event of War 
Neither Nation Shall Use 


Its Resources Against 
Other. Suggested. 


By the Associated Press. 
S. S. ILE DE FRANCE, Oct. 20. 


—Premier Pierre Laval of France, 
on his way to Washington to talk 
with President Hoover, made it 
clear today that he is willing to 


meet the President half way on any 
proposals Mr. Hoover may make, 
so long as they are acceptable to 
the French Parliament. 

If he can get a promise of Amer- 
ican co-operation which will justi- 
fy, from the French standpoint, 
cutting down the outlay on arma- 
ments, his latitude in the negotia- 
tions at Washington will be in- 
creased. 

In this connection, it is under- 
stood, he is ready to propose an 
agreement that in case of war in- 
volving either country, neither 
would permit its resources to be 
used against the other. 

A “consultative pact” has been 
suggested as a description for such 
an agreement but the French idea 
is that it would be of a very defi- 
nite character and possibly would 
include other Powers as signato- 
ries. Then, in case France, the 
United States, or any other signa- 
tory, should be attacked, no neu- 
tral Power included in the agree- 
ment would aid the aggressor by 
furnishing him munitions or other 
supplies. The Hague Court would 
decide which was the.aggressor. 

Financial and political proposals 
have not been coupled together, it 
was understood, but are intended 
for consideration separately. These 
have been based on data provided 
by an extensive collection of sta- 
tistics collected by the French ex- 
perts for use by the Premier in 
his talks with the President. 


CITY RECEIPTS DROP $233,000; 
EXPENDITURES CUT $342,000 


Comptrolier’s Report for Half of 
Fiscal Year Show Decline 
in Tax Payments. 


Figures prepared by the Comp- 
troller’s office following the end 
of the first six months of the 
1931-32 fiscal year, Oct. 12, show 


a general decrease of expenditures 
and receipts. 

The decrease in expenditures 
was $342,942 Last year expendi- 
tures were $11,523,997 as compared 
with $11,181,055 this year. Of 
the decrease, $150,893 was in the 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
which has had no elections or 
registrations this year; $57,724 in 
the office of the president of the 
Board of Public Service; $60,772 
in the department of street clean- 
ing, $32,905 in the Park Depart- 
ment, and $53,993 in the Police 
Department. Most of the decreases 
resulted from the fact that pur- 
chases of equipment, necessary last 
year, were not required this year. 

The municipal deficit, $193,711 
last year, has been reduced to $96,- 
842. Receipts so far have de- 
creased’ $233,645, from $4,312,068 
to $4,072,423. The decrease in re- 
ceipts is due to a general failling 
off in tax payments. 

Appropriations for the present 
fiscal year are $23,139,380, a de- 
crease $474,638 from last year. 

The Water Department, with $2,- 
037,563 in its treasury after the 
first six months of the last fiscal 
year, had $2,134,961 Oct. 12. Dijs- 
bursements have decreased $63,170 
in the department and appropria- 
tions, $764,539, while net receipts 
showed a decrease of $236,101.

FAPORT OF GOLD 
REQURES LICENSE 


Order-in-Council Provides 
Permits Shall Be Issued 
Only to Banks Chartered 
in That Country.

OTTAWA, Ont., Oct. 20.—Ex- 
port of gold except under license 
was prohibited by Canada yester- 
day, Premier Bennett announced 
the order is effe@tive until next 


March 1. 

The action, it was said, will ena- 
ble Canada to discharge all its ob- 
ligations payable in gold outside 
the country, particularly those. in 
the United States. 

The order, as set out in an*or- 
der-in-Council, restricts the grant- 
ing of licenses to Canadian char- 
tered banks. A $1000 fine or im- 
prisonment for three years, or 
both, is provided as the penalty for 
anyone exporting or attempting to 
export gold without a licenge. 

Gold held in the Treasu ~ vaults 
against Dominion notes, records of 
the Department of Finance show, 
is considerably in excess of statu- 
tory requirements. Approximately 
$1,000,000 weekly in gold is being 
produced from Canadian mines 
and coming into the Canadian mint 
at Ottawa. 


Sharp Drop in Export of Gold 
From United States. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—The flow 
of gold from New York to Europe 
dwindled to a mere trickle yester- 
day. 

At the same time, it was said in 
banking circles that the Bank of 
France had made a $20,000,000 in- 
vestment in the short-term com- 
mercial credit market here. 

Bankers saw in these develop- 
ments tangible signs that nervous- 
ness in Europe was. subsiding. 
While they thought the outflow of 
gold would continue, they expected 
it would be in smaller volume than 
during the last month, in which 
there has been a scramble for the 
metal, resulting frome England's 
lapse from the gold standard. 

The net loss of gold from the 
United States reported yesterday 
was $1,129,700. This included an 
actual export of $310,000 to Hol- 
land, the earmarking of $500,000 
for foreign account, and announce- 
ment of an additional earmarkinge 


of $420,800 on Saturday, which was 
too late for Saturday’s statement. 
The gross loss was reduced by an 
import of $101,100 from Canada. 
The net loss of gold from the 
United States since Sept. 20, whcn 
England quit the gold standard, is 
approximately $656,000,000. Yes- 
terday’s loss of only $1,129,700 con- 
trasts with $20,047,900 on Saturday 
and $28,327,100 on Friday. 
Bankers pointed out that one 
reason for the small exports was 
that no fast steamers were sailing,

It should be 
borne in mind by those who seek to im- 
pugn the scientific age tlgat there are 
two distmct phases of scilence—pure sci- 
ence, whose function is to know for the 
sake of knowledge, and appl':1 science, 
which seeks to employ the powers of na- 
ture for the use.of man. Ever since man 
discovered the possibilities of power, 
science has shaped civilization, and it is 
man's misuse of that power that gets 
him into trouble. 

About the middle of the eighteenth 
century, exact science began to develop 
and, on its heels, came the beginnings of 
industrialism., At the time, the basis of 
life seemed physical. The universe be- 
haved according to mechanical law; me- 
chanics ruled the thinking of the day; 
hence, the machine, striving always for 
greater expression, more complete func- 
tioning. Darwin’s deductions under- 
mined the ancient. concept of man as a 
divinely created being and :1an, too, was 
found to possess undeniably machine- 
like qualities! For the time being, civili- 
zation was wedded, spiritually and phys- 
ically, to the machine as the alpha and 
omega of progress. 

Meanwhile, strange things were going 
on in the domain of pure science, until 
today the secret of the universe, or mat- 
ter, or life—whichever term one may 
choose—rests neither in mechanics nor 
physics, but in some strange quality that 
science does not name. Eddington hints 
at it with “. . . a spirit in which truth 
has its shrine,” and Jeans ventures to 
call it Pure Thought! Is this important 
to the average man? Yes, more so than 
he suspects for, in the long run, it deter- 
mines his fate. As nineteenth century 
science produced the machine, based on 
a mechanical concept of the universe, so 
twentieth century science, while includ- 
ing the machine, will go far beyond it 
and bring about an orientation of 
thought on all subjects. 

Without meaning to imply that rela- 
tivity and t) » quantum theory have had 
anything whatever to do with the indus- 
trial chaos, it is, nevertheless, apparent 
that the crisis that besets the -vorld—the 
fruit of prolonged activity based on a 
false concept that produced its own pe- 
cullar form as well as its own peculiar 
doom—is practically coincident with the 
new findings of scier.ce. For this reason 
and because science shapes civilization, 
while the machine will go on, it must -do 
so on a new basis, because the old has 
‘passed away.” 

Science has opened the way for “a new 
(concept of) heaven and a new (concept 
of) earth."”” Mechanics no longer answers 
all questions. Man can no longer wor- 
ship the machine, because he is aware 
of its impotence. Rather, now the ma- 
chine must worship man, its creator, who 
encompasses both the idea and the act 
of creation. Thus, despite the forebod- 
ings of such seers as H. G. Wells and 
Bertrand Russell, it is possible that we 
may, through the new vistas of the Cos- 
mos revealed by science, evolve a new, 
saner, more humanistic approach to life 
and perhaps one far, fine day arrive at 
the conclusion that man, himself, is the 
answer to all his questing! —

was no question as to the need of a League of Na- 
tions. The question was, so the statement read, 
whether “certain provisions of the proposed League 
agreement shall be accepted unchanged or shall be 
changed.” Mr. Hughes and his associates were in 
favor of our joining the League of Nations, with 
reservations, to be sure, and their statement was 
an appeal to the American people to vote for. Mr. 
Harding so that the United States could enter a 
League from the covenant of which the dangerous 
commitments had been deleted. : 

To bring about that result, the statement read, “We 
can only look to the Republican party and its can- 
didate.” 

Those were “the words of Hughes” 11 years ago. He 
may not have written them—the authorship of the 
document was accredited to Elihu Root, in collabo- 
ration with four or five others—but the words, nec- 
essarily, expressed his sentiments. 

As for Mr. Harding’s vague, obscure “association 
of nations,” which the memorial purported to sup- 
port, that may be dismissed as a campaign expedi- 
ent. Indeed, it was so dismissed by a member of 
the “group of 31”—Robert S. Brookings, who 
candidly acknowledged: “It is idle to think an as- 
sociation of nations can be completed at this time 
other than the League of Nations.” It is not of rec- 
ord that any of the co-signers dissented from Mr. 
Brookings’ judgment. 

What is of record is that we have progressed far 
from our attitude of the early days of Mr. Hughes’ 
Secretaryship of State, when the League of Nations 
was “untouchable, unmentionable,” and its communi- 
cations were inexcusably unanswered. More and 
more, under the pressure of necessity, we have co- 
operated with the League in the cause of peace and 
justice, until, finally, we have entered the Council 
in the hope of preventing a war between China and 
Japan which might well be, in the opinion of qual- 
ified observers, the prelude to another Arma- 
geddon. 

Perhaps we are treading dangerous ground. Pos- 
sibly we shall find ourselves, as some implacables 
insist, involved in the machinations and intrigue of 
European politics. But if another world war shakes 
the earth, it is not a matter of possibility—it is 
fatal certainty we shall be involved in it. 

That is the disaster from which the League of 
Nations would save humanity. It is the only ‘agency 
competent to undertake that high office. 

In participating in the League's effort to adjust 
the differences between two nations by the processes 
of civilization, the United States-may be acting “as 
though it were a member of the League.” By this 
action the liability of war between Japan and China 
has been reduced and the prospects for peaceful 
settlement correspondingly enhanced. And the lia- 
bility of war. would be further reduced and the 
prospects of successful arbitration proportionately 
brighter if we were a member of the League. 

Mr. Stimson, with the President’s approval, ob- 
viously, is proceeding as best he can under the in- 
junction of an unwise political ‘udgment which seem- 
ingly will have to be repealed. 
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A NEW LIGHT IN WASHINGTON JOURNALISM. 
Announcing its rebirth with its October issue, the 
Washingtonian pledges itself “to debunk anything 
that needs debunking,” and proceeds forthwith to 
put the spotlight upon sundry members of the cap- 
ital’s official set. The Cabinet, the diplomatic corps, 
Congress and what the “Washingon Merry-Go-Round” 
calls the “boiled bosoms” come under the glare. Sec- 
retary Stimson, Chairman Stone of the Farm Board, 
Gen. Harbord, Representative Bloom and Mr. Gif- 
ford evidently are particularly in need of treatment, 
for they all occupy prominent places in the renais- 
sance number. In Messrs. Hawes and Davis, Mis- 
souri furnishes her share of subject matter. Illinois 
crashes page one with “Honest Lou’ Emmerson. 
Bishop Cannon and Theodore Joslin, White House 
press secretary, are the only figures deemed worthy 
of poetic notice. The former gets a prayer of coup- 
lets, the latter a six-stanza ballad. But it is the 
paragraphs in which the Washingtonian shines 
brightest. Witness this one: “Well, after all, it 
isn’t so strange that Mr. Hoover should have appoint- 
ed a dead man to his Unemployment Commission. 
With the number of commissions he has to appoint, 
there are scarcely enough live ones to go around.” 
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GEORGIA BLAZES A TRAIL. 

Some time ago we discussed the benefits, economic 
and otherwise, that might be derived from reducing 
the number of counties into which the states are di- 
vided. Now comes news that'in Georgia two small 
counties have been consolidated with Fulton County, 
in which the City of Atlanta is situated. These two 
counties had little excuse or reason for separate po- 
litical existence. Their combined area was but 342 
square miles, population 15,730 and assessed valua- 
tion something over $2,000,000. That the consolida- 
tion should take place in Georgia is significant, since 
Georgia, as the Baltimore Sun puts it, has carried 
the business of setting up counties to a ridiculous 
extent. It has 161 of them. 

Missouri has 114 counties, established at a time 
when communication was primitive and the neces- 
sities of life and government demanded many small 
political centers. The maintenance of these counties 
today, each with its staff of officers, courthouse, jail 
and other institutions, is a needless expense. We 
believe in local self-government, yet perhaps half of 


without abahdoning the principle. A movement for 
county consolidation would undoubtedly have many 
supporters at the very beginning and, as discussion 
of the question became general, it would attract many 
more. Its opponents, of course, would be the job 
holders who would lose their places at the public 
trough if the movement were successful. — 

We should not be surprised if the Georgia consol- 
idation were the beginning of a nation-wide effort to 
end the useless waste and inefficiency of the small 
county system. 


FRANCE’S PEASANT-PREMIER. 

Pierre Laval is photographed far oftener wearing 
his native beret than when wearing the dignitary’s 
silk hat, and that fact throws significant light on 
the French Premier, now on his way to America. 
For Laval is a man ofthe people. Of Auvergne 
peasant stock, he rose from his father’stbutcher shop 
to his present high position. As a tutor, he earned 
money for his education, and won degtees in both 
law and science. He was a poilu in the World War. 
Once feared as a radical Socialist, he became an in- 
dependent when his‘ party split after the war. One 
faction, turning Communist, was too revolutionary 
for him; the other was too moderate. Laval thus 
explained his decision: “I turn, not toward political 
groups, but toward the men of France.” 
In his service as Deputy, Senator, Minister of Jus- 
tice and Minister of Labor, Laval was seasoned for 
his present post and tested for the diplomatic mis- 
sion now entrusted to him. The assignments of his 
career have been difficult and delicate: inauguration 
of the social insurance law, administration of Alsace- 
Lorraine, speaking for France in the moratorium 
negotiations, keeping the peace between factions in 
troubled Cabinets and legislative bodies. He schooled 
himself in tact, developed precise judgment and ‘level- 
headedness, conquered a fiery temper. Now: he will 
use those qualities in interpreting France to America. 
Laval’s aversion to war is a hopeful sign for ad- 
vancing the cause of disarmament in his conversa- 
tions with Mr. Hoover. The cordial reception he 
received in Berlin last month, and his conciliatory 
attitude while there, arouse hope for a liberal atti- 
tude on war debts and reparations. Chief among 
his credentials on his visit here will be the confi- 
dence of the French people, who are not half ‘so 
militaristic as some of their leaders would have the 
world think. Called a “second Briand,” both from 
his careless dress and his political views and astute- 
ness, Laval may be expected to make the best use of 
his White House visit to work for peace and under- 
standing. 
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OUR, FAMED EXILES. 
Two of our famous exiles made the first page yes- 
terday. Harry M. Blackmer, who fled to France to 
escape telling what he knew about the oil scandals, 
was granted a review by the Supreme Court of fines 
totaling $60,000, imposed under the Walsh act for re- 
fusing to answer subpenas. Mr. Blackmer’s address 
is still Paris, France: The other exile is Russell T. 
Sherwood, until recently Mayor Jimmie Walker’s 
bookkeeper, who is enjoying the delightful scenery in 
and about Mexico City.

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MR. HOOVER AFFRONTS A MAYOR. 

President Hoover was a very busy man last Satur- 
day. His address on the nation-wide series of relief 
campaigns, scheduled for delivery Sunday, had to 
be gone over. Then there was the Yorktown ad- 
dress, to be .delivered Monday, which also needed a 
bit of polisHing. On his weekend journey, it is like 
ly that several fat portfolios went along, stuffed 
with reports on the international situation, the newly 
organized credit pool and the economy campaign in 
governmental departments. So a little knot of men 
standing at the roadside on the outskirts of Annapo- 
lis, Md., looked like just an interruption to a busy 
day, and the President’s party kept going. In so 
doing, it passed up such celebrities as the Mayor 
of Annapolis, the president of the Maryland Cham- 
ber of Commerce and officers of several luncheon 
clubs. That was a direct affront to Maryland hos- 
pitality, and the Mayor has written to Mr. Hoover 
demanding an explanation. 
There is an element of right on both sides of 
this lamentable incident. Surely a hard-working 
President should be allowed to hunt for the right 
adjectives in peace, and surely a patriotic group of 
citizens should have a chance to extend the glad 
hand to their executive when he motors through their 
city. There must be a solution, and there is one. 
Let Mr. Hoover add an official greeter to his en- 
t@urage, just such a man as Mr. Whalen, who made 
New York the happiest port on the channel swint 
mers’ Map, or Mr. Gaw,*who lays the great pulsat- 
ing heart of Chicago at the feet of each eminent 
visitor. Mr. Hoover then could edit his orations with- 
out interruption, and no committee of welcome would 
find its elaborate speeches going to waste on the 
unappreciative and empty air. 
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TO RIGHT THE CITIZENSHIP MUDDLE. 

The United States Supreme Court has refused re- 
hearings in the Bland .and Macintosh citizenship 
cases. Thus, to quote Chief Justice Hughes, it has 
put “allegiance to temporal power above what is sin- 
cerely believed to be one’s duty to God.” Under what 
has become the nation’s law, the Quaker forbears 
’ President Hoover would have been barred from 
citizenship, and such eminent men of peace as Ram- 
say MacDonald and Prof. Einstein could not become 
Americans. At a time when the nations have out- 
lawed war as a matter of national policy, applicants 
for naturalization are forbidden to repudiate it as a 
matter of personal policy, 

To remedy such interference with liberty of con- 
science, an amendment to the naturalization act ob- 
viously is necessary. Such a measure has been pre- 
pared for the American Civil Liberties Union by 
Charles W. Poletti, one of Dr. Macintosh’s counsel, 
and will be presented to the next Congress. It pro- 
vides that no alien otherwise qualified for citizenship 
shall be barred because of refusal on conscientious 
grounds to bear arms, but that at.the same time he 
shall be subject to the same obligations as a native 
born citizen. In time of war, we provide non-com- 
batant employment for conscientious objectors, and 
this policy would be applied to these applicants. The 
amendment is needed to right what Mr. Hughes 
called, in his minority opinion, “a construction direct- 
ly opposed to the spirit of our institutions and the

Beer and the Depression 


If beer were legalized, financial service estimates that taxes to Government would not 
greatly exceed $250,000,000; because of vast extent of home brewing, dry modi- 
fication would not be likely to result in important gains in grain consumption; nor 
is it conceded that the legalization of beer would markedly expand employment.

HILE it appears that some elasticity 
W sow be allowed Congress under the 

eighteenth amendment, should it elect 
to define the limit of alcoholic content, any 
such action would have to be within reason- 
able bounds. By tie very nature of this 
limit, it would seem improbable that the 
manufacture and sale of more than, say, 
4, or possibly 5, Ber cent beer or wine would 
be legalized. 

At the present time, there are some 30 
states which have prohibition laws on their 
statute books. These represent about one- 
half the population of the country. While 
it is probable that some of these _ states 
would accept modification through what 
appears to be a growing change in senti- 
ment, the consummation of this process 
would require a fairly protracted period. 

On. the assumption, then, that the first 
steps toward modification would be limited 
to the sale of beer and possibly wine to 
about one-half the population, it would ap- 
pear that the revenue which the Govern- 
ment could hope to procure would fall far 
short of meeting the budget deficit now ex- 
isting. In the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1918 (the last 12-month period before war- 
time prohibition went into effect), the rev- 
enue received from fermented liquors, in- 
cluding the taxes on brewers and malt 
liquor dealers, equaled $124,823,000, while 
that from wine approximated $13,700,000. 

During that period, the tax on beer was 
raised from $1.50 to $3 per barrel; the 
greater part of this full year revenue came 
from the higher tax. A further increase to 
$6 per barrel was made in 1919. At the 
same time, tax increases were made in wine 
which raised the impost from 10 cents to 40 
cents per gallon. The 17 states which still 
legalized the sale of liquor in 1920, or have 
since repealed their state prohibition laws, 
now have a population of 60,205,000. The 
per capita consumption of beer fo. the en- 
tire country, where liquor was legalized, 
was 18 gallons annually in 1918; assuming 
a similar consumption at the present time, 
in event of modification, the total for the 17 
states would be about 1.1 billion gallons. 

” * ° 


It is reasonable to suppose that an excise 
tax at kast equal to that of 1918 ($3 per 
barrel) would be impdsed on beer. It might 
even be argued that a rate as high as $6, 
which was in force as an extreme war 
measure, would be justified. In fact, the 
practice of most foreign countries in main- 
taining or raising, their excise taxes since 
the war would provide justification for im- 
posing the highest rate. ; 

A $6 tax on beer, therefore, would pro- 
vide a source of revenue of about $215,000,- 
000, exclusive of the relatively smal] addi- 
tional levies on brewers and dealers. In 
event of the legalization of wines, a further 
income well in excess of $10,000,000 might 
be anticipated. According to the report of 
the Treasury Department, about $36,000,000 
is being expended for enforcement of pro- 
hibition; this amount very likely would be 
reduced, but could not be entirely elim- 
inated so long as the sale of stronger spirits 
is prohibited. 

In short, we believe that the entire in- 
come which could accrue to the Govern- 


ment from the 17 potential wet states, as a 
result of any possible modification during 
the forthcoming congressional -session, 
would not greatly exceed $250,000,000. 

Careful analysis of the possible stimula- 
tion which modified legal sales of beer and 
wines might exert on the raw material mar- 
kets leads us to believe that the sanguine 
expectations given general utterance are 
not fully warranted. Of approximately 
700,000,000 bushels of wheat and 1,150,000,- 
000 of oats produced in 1914 (when legal 
brewing and distilling were at their height), 
about 2,000,000 bushels were used in the 
production of alcoholic beverages, accord- 
ing to the Department of Justice, equivalent 
to only .1 per cent of the two crops. Of 
the corn crop, only 1.2 per cent was so used, 
while distillers and brewers accounted for 8 
per cent of the total rice production, 7.5 per 
cent of rye, and 32 per cent of barley. 


Had prohibition been fully effective at 
that time, the farmers would have lost a 
market for less than 3 per cent of their en- 
tire crop. The Association Against the Pro- 
hibition Amendment estimates that we are 
now producing nearly 200,000,000 gallons 


of spirits, 800,000,000 gallons of beer and. 


110,000,000 gallons of wine. Assuming the 
rough accuracy of these estimates, the coun- 
try now is consuming a greater quantity of 
grain and grapes for hard liquor and wines 
than before prohibition. 

There is thus little likelinood that any 
important gain in consumption of grains 
would be registered upon the resumption of 
any such form of prohibition modification 
as is possible within the medium term fu- 
ture. 

Although the census report of 1910 
showed that 3,000,000 tons of coal were 
consumed by brewers in that year of nearly 
country-wide license, the estimate of the 
United States Fuel Administration of 2,000,- 
000 tons for the year 1917 probably is more 
nearly representative of the possible pres- 
ent consumption on the basis of the number 
of states ready to accept modification with- 
out further legislation on their part. In 
terms of carload shipments to brewers, it 
has been estimated that coal accounted for 
some 40,000, brewing materials 63,666, ma- 
chinery appliances 5000 and brewers’ grains 
5000. With the present production of illicit 
wine and spirits esflmated in excess of legal] 
pre-war totals, and despite indications that 
production of beer has been halved, it would 
appear that any increase in production and 
transportation of these materials would be 
but moderate. 

- In our opinion, estimates of the effects

gerated. According to the Census of Man- 
ufactures for 1914 (the last report before 
prohibition went into effect); the average 
number of persons employed in the manu- 
facture of liquors and beverages was 88,152, 
while of those, 66,351 were engaged in the 
manufacture of beer and wine. The decen- 
nial census for 1910 gave the number of 
men employed ag saloon keepers as 68,215, 
and bartenders as 101,234. The average of

Physicians on State Medicine

causing growing fear of state medicine 
among leaders. of the medical profession. 

Both the outgoing and incoming presidents 
of the American College of Surgeons, now 
holding its twenty-first annual clinical con- 
ference here, discussed or referred to the 
threat of state medicine. 

Dr. C. Jeff Miller of New Orleans, retiring 
president, chastising George Bernard Shaw 
and others on the subject, said: “The pro- 
fession, Shaw assures the world, will remai: 
a gigantic conspiracy to exploit human 
credulity and suffering until it becomes 4 
body of men trained and patd by the coun- 
try to keep it in health. Eveft Glenn Frank 
seems to have a childlike faith that when 
medicine is under state control, disease will 
be conquered and death will be no more. 

“Perhaps so, but I doubt it. What has 
happened in Russia doeg not fill with en- 
thusiasm those who have seen conditions at 
first hand. The group clinic, however, with 
specialists at the head of every department, 
with adequate laboratory facilities and wit! 
a reduced overhead because of a business- 
like administration, has much to commend 
a", 

“But he feared that under this plan “the 
personal relation between physician and 
patient, which has been and stil! is the bul- 
wark of medical practice, would receive its 
death blow.”

Dr. Allen B. Kanavel of Chicago, incom- 
ing president, exhibited a remarkably lib- 
eral viewpoint toward the matter of self- 
er¥Zicism on the part of his profession.

For the season, he 
batted for an average of .300 and 


drove in 76 runs. Then followed 
his feat of hitting .500 in the world 
series, tying the record, for hits 
with 12, scoring five runs and driv- 
ing in five, stealing five bases and 
doing other notable feats. 


Derringer Did His Share. 
Derringer “fell down” in the 
world series, when he lost twice to 


the Athletics, but on the season he 
was one of the best young pitchers 
in the two circuits with 18 victories 
and eight defeats, and 134 strike- 
outs in 225 innings. He toiled in 
15 complete battles, more than any 
other recruit hurler, who showed 
in the big tent during the 1931 
campaign. 

“Rip” Collins’ fine hitting and 
defensive play while he replaced 
Sunny Jim Bottomley makes him 
the leader among the new first 
sackers and he is picked over Irv- 
ing Burns of the Browns and Joe 
Kuhel of the Senators. Collins hit 
.301, while Burns, after a bad start, 
finished with .263, and Kuhel of 
the Senators had a mark of .271. 

In addition to the three members 
of the Cardinals , the National 
Leaguer on the All-Star club are 
Mallon, Vergez, Arlett and Lom- 
bardi. 


Two Athletics Recruits. 
Two members of the Athletics, 
beaten by the Cardinals, are given 
places. They are Dib Williams, the
